A vulcanizer in the labiatory of Dr. 


William H. Fox, a dentist, on Bridge 
street, Morrisviile, blew up Friday after- 
noon, badly damaging the room. A large 
hole was torn in the ceiling where the 
top of the apparatus struck. The small 
kerosene oil stove, used beneath the vul- 
canizer for heating purposes, was blown 
into many pieces. Dr. Fox, who was 
standing close to the apparatus at the 
time, had a narrow escape from serious 
injury. 
The top of the vulcanizer flew 


past his head at a terrific speed. As soon 
as the explosion occurred Dr. Fox secur- 
ed water and extinguished the fire in the 
various parts of the room, caused by the 
oil stove. Drs. I. N. Woodman and 
Arthur W. Belting have offices in the 
same building. The latter was in Dr. 
Fox's office at the time, and he, too, es- 
caped injury. The noise of the explosion 
could be heard for some, distance. Dr. 
Fox said that there was only sixty pounds 
pressure registered on the steam valve of 
the apparatus when the explosion occur- 
red. He generally carried 100 pounds. 
The vulcnni/.er, he said, was an old one 
and he had intended to purchase a new 
one next month. 
Dr. Fox said that the 


total loss of the apparatus and laboratory 
would amount '.o abort $35.

;orneys Kiser and Bond for tbe release of 
ten of the Italians who participated in a 
riot at Morrisville on the evening of Aug- 
ust 9, when Foreman Antonio Purrine 
was stabbed and seriously wounded. 


After hearing the evidence of several 


witnesses, Judge Stout remanded the 
prisoners for trial. 


The men were brought from the jail to 


tbe court house securely handcuffed un- 
der guard of Constable Mason, of Morris- 
ville. 


Perrine, who was wounded in the fight, 


was called to the witness stand and in 
fairly good English told his story. He 
stated that this particular gang worked 
at night and upon the evening of August 
9 refused to leave their quarters. The 
witness said the laborers swore they 
wouldn't go to work and wonldn't allow 
anyone else to work. Several 6f them 
picked up shovels and stones and otheie 
started to get a gun to shoot thair bosses. 
Perrine said he turned to walk away and 
after going a few steps he fell on his 
face. Putting his hand on bis back he 
felt blood. This was the first he knew 
that he bad been stabbed. 


He does not know which of the m^n cut 


him, 
as his back was turned. 


Contractor Dwyer, of Norristowa, testi- 


fied that be had charge of the night work 
on this particular job and upon seeing 
that the night shift had not commenced 
work at G o'clock, as was tbe rule, he 
started to investigated, fief ore he arrived 
at the men's quarters he saw Perrine 
running, with eight or nine men after 
him. Perrine fell and Dwyer pulling a 
gun kept the rioters at bay, but riot until 
one Italian bad i truck tbe commissary 
over the head with a shovel. 


Dr. I. N. Woodman, of Morrisville, tes- 


tified as to the character of Perrine's 
wounds, saying the foreman w»? still in 
a critical Condition and that it waa un- 
safe for him to be in court. 


This evidence satisfied his honor that 


the Italians should not be freed and they 
were sent back to jail.

Tlio first mention of the Bath Springs 


was made in 1769, although in Baohe's 
Histaryof Birstol Borough it is stated 
the springs first obtained celebrity In 
172V.

The recwd says: "The 
Br^tol Bath and Wells have at a very 
considerable expense been put in order 
the reception of the sick and diseased, 
und members of persons by using the 
same have received benefit there from, 
but it being represented to the Burgesses 
and Council that tbe good purposes in- 
tended thereby, from the number of idle 
and disorderly persons who constantly 
resort there, especially on the first day of 
the week, commonly called Sunday, may 
in u great measure defeat the good pur- 
poses intended thereby, we therefore, in 
orclar to put a stop to the same, do order 
and oulain, that every person (not a 
housekeeper, or snch who are sent by 
their parents, masters or mistresses for 
some of the water), that shall be found 
loitering about or within the limits of 
the said Bath, shall by either of the con- 
stables or Bath keeper, for the time be- 
ing, be immediatels taken into custody, 
unless they disperse at the leqnest of 
either of the constables or Bath keepler. 


There appears to have been no record 


made of the proceedings of tho Burgesses 
and council after October 7, 1776, until 
September 30, 1784, a period of about 
nine years, during whioh the struggle of 
the Colonies for independence had been 
fought and gained. An election for bor- 
ouKh officers nad been held onthe 8th day 
of September, and at the first meeting 
thoreafter this entry was made on the 
minutes: "At said meeting after making 
thi' necessaiy declaration, and taking the 
qnil ideation according to the constitu- 
tion the borough books and papers under j 
tb<> 'ormer constitution not being pro- 
duced, the Chief Burgess is desired to 
mnke search therefor, and upon finding 
tho aamo to summon council.''

summer home in Bristol township on the 
Neshaminy, near Oroydon died suddenly 
at the Pennsylvania Hospital, where he 
had been taken a few hours before from 
his home 2137 Sprucn street, Philadel- 
phia. He was 66 years old. He was born 
in Philadelphia and was a son of Law- 
rence Johnson the famous typefounder. 
He was educated in Princeton University 
and upon his graduation in 1870 he 
founded the business of which he was 
the head. The firm transacts a large 
business in India mbber and imports 
from South America and the West Indies, 
and is a large exporter of grain to Portu- 
gal. 
AD extensive banking business is 


conducted with it. 
Lawrence Johnson 


was a member of the Union League, Rit- 
tenhonae Club, 
the 
Commercial Ex- 


change, and was a director in the follow- 
ing companies: Philadelphia National 
Bank, Pennsylvania Company for Insur- 
ance of Lives and Granting Annuities 
and the Insurance Company of North 
America. He is survived by a widow and 
oae dmightor and several brothers. One 
of the latter is Dr. Russell H. Jobnson, 
of Chestnut Hill. Another brother, B. 
Winder Johnson, was associated with him 
in business and returned to New York 
Tuesday from a business trip in Euro^J. 
Mr. Johnson was actively identified with 
the good roads movement in Bristol 
township and was chairman ot the coru,- 
mittee which has been working so 'faith- 
fully to improve the highways in the 
township.

BRISTOL THIRTY-TWO YEARS AOO. 


A B.KVIBW OF THE FILES Ot THB GAZETTE OOH-

The republishing of items taken from 


the Gazette of thirty-two years ago has 
proved to be of so much interest to our 
readers that it has been requested that 
we continue tbe practice,which we have 
decided to do. Many old memeries.have 
boan awakened and 
seemingly trivial 


it^pis have been the source of much 
pleasant recollections. 


From the issue of Thursday, August 28, 


1873, it is learned tbat during tbe week 
Newtnwn was tho scene of a good deal of 
excitement and disturbance caused by 
the absconding of James Logan, of the 
firm of Logan & Sons, contractors for the 
mason work on the Newtown railroad 
between 
Newtown and Ohurehville. 


The monthly wages of the men employed 
were due on the 15th. 
On that day 


James Logan went to Philadelphia and 
drew a large sum of money, stated to 
have been $4200, from the chief conract- 
ors, James M. Sellers & Gb., with which 
to make payment. Logan did not roturn 
with the money and on Saturday, the 
16th, tbe men gathered in force at New- 
town in a state of great indignation. All 
work was stoppsd and everything left ly- 
ing idlo. <there were about 180 of the 
men, 
consisting of English, Irish, SWIHS 


and Italians. It soon turned out that 
Logan was not only in debt for wages, 
but to neighboring dealers aod mechan- 
ics of all kinds as well 89 for board bills 
at various places, BO that tbe full amount 
of !ns obligations in Newtown and vicin- 
ity amounted to about $10,000. 
On Mon- 


day Sheriff Purdy appeared and levyad 
on the personal effects and tools belong- 
ing to the Logan firm to satisfy a judg- 
ment obtained by Thomas B. Scott for 
the price of a horse. One Newtown store- 
keeper had a claim of $1900. 
Fights oo- 


cuned among the men at tbe hotels. 


A Newportvil]« item states that dogs 


wore making sad havoc with the sheep, 
turkeys and chickens in that town and vi- 
:inity. Mr. 
Rogers had fifty turkeys 


and chickens killed. 
Samuel Hulme lost 


Bfteen turkeys, Edward Baker about one 
tiundrod dollars worth and Charles Beck- 
ing, Guptavus Staake and Samuel Asy 
lose a considerable number in the same 
way. 
O. N. Taylor bad 
twenty-one 


sheep killed and bis whole flock were 
terribly hitten, some ol them had the Jug- 
ular vein entirely severed, others had 
whole mouthfuls bitten out, the ilesn 
greatly lacerated and the skin pealed 
From the middle of the backs over 
the 


hips until it dragged on tbe ground. 


F. P. Orichton sold his house on Dor- 


ranee street, between Fond and tbe rail- 
road at public sale, to George Watson, for 
eighteen hundred dollars.

Prohibiting and making unlawful, the casting, 
placing, laying, throwing or depositing of 
dirt, ashes, garnage, nonaehold waste, sweep- 
ings, paper, nails, or rubbish of any descrip- 
tion, lito, along or upon any street, lane, alley, 
vacant lot or gutter-wa>, or upon or Into any 
dock or wharf, or sewer inlet, (building mat- 
erial, or waste material in course of removal, 
excepted,) within the Borongh ot Bristol, Im- 
posing a penalty for the violation thereof, and 
repealing all conflicting ordinance?, 
Be It ordained and enacted bv the Bargees and 
Council of the Borough of Bristol* and It ts here- 
by ordained and enacted by authority of the 
same: 
Section 1—That from and after the passage of 
thts ordinance, it shall be unlawful, and it is 
hereby forbidden for any person or persons, firms 
or corporations, to throw, place or deposit any 
dirt, ashes, garbage, hoaaeaold waste, paper of 
any description, sweepings, nails, glass, cuttings 
of metal, or rubbish of any description whatever, 
Into, upon, or along any street, lane, alley, vac- 
ant lot, or guttei-way, or upon or into any dock 
or wharf, or sewer inlet, within the Borough of 
Bristol; provided, however, that this ordinance 
shall not be taken or construed to apply to ashes 
or garbage contained in proper receptacles, 
placed upon any street or alley for removal, M In 
building material to be forthwith used in tie 
construction of any building, or to waste materi- 
al In the course of Immediate removal. 
Sec. 2—That any person or persons who shall

On the afternoon of Sept 0, 1901, 


worn out by a long period of exacting 
labor, I set out for Philadelphia with 
the purpose of spending a few days ai 
Atlantic City 
When I reached the 


Broad street station in the Quaker 
City I was startled by a number of po- 
licemen crying my name 
I stepped 


up to one, who pointed to a boy with 
an urgent message for me President 
McKlnley had been shot at Buffalo, 
and my presence was required at our 
Philadelphia office at once 
A mes- 


sage had been sent to me at Trenton, 
but my train had left the stavion pre- 
cisely two minutes ahead of its ar- 
rival 
Handing my baggage to a hotel 


porter, I jumped into a cab and dash- 
ed away to our office 
I remained 


there until dawn of the following 
morning 


The opening pages of the story of 


the assassination were badly written, 
and I ordered a substitute prepared 
An inexperienced reporter stood beside 
President McKinley in the Music hall 
at Buffalo when Czolgosz fired the fa- 
tal shot 
He seized a neighboring tele- 


phone and notified our Buffalo corre- 
spondent and then pulled out the wires 
in order to render the telephone a 
wreck, so that It was a full half hour 
before any additional details could be 
secured 


I ordered competent rrfen and expert 


telegraph operators from Washington, 
Albany, New York and Boston to hur 
ry to Buffalo by the fastest trams. 
All that night the Buffalo office was 
pouring forth a hastily written but 
faithful and complete account of the 
tragedy, and by daybreak a relief force 
wts on the ground 
Day by day 


through the long vigil while the presi- 
dent's life hung in the balance each 
incident was truthfully and graphical- 
ly reported. In the closing hours of 
the great tragedy false reports of the 
prssident's death were circulated for 
the purpose of Influencing the stock 
market, and to counteract them Sec- 
retary Cortelyou wrote frequent sign- 
ed statements giving the facts to the
